The High Priest held his office for life. 
vod in pecu'iar priviliges and honors was 
next to the King ; the minor priests being 
in the aronic liae was an heriditary office. 
ind consequent y strong legal enactments 
were required to preserve the purity of 
worship. 

The High Priest was to be without 

personal b'emish of any kind, was ac~ 
counted the most holy and to excel all his; 
brethren ia comeliness. learning and ac- | 
complishments ; he was the media‘or 
hetween God and the people, and had to! 
make atonement for the sins of the whole | 
sation. He was amenable tothe law for! 
offences ag others ; might be deposed and 
put to death fur sin, for no man was 
above the laws. In the-day time he re 
wmained in the temple. in a chamber cal. 
leé“the parlor of the High Priest, in th- 
evening he returned to his private resi- 
Gence where he remained with his fami-' 
lv. Ele paid no ¥ sits excepting to the! 
house of mosrning. Never conversed 
with the commonsalty—never went to the 
public ba:h—he could not be compelle.: 
to give lestimoay in court, and was sur 
rounded with all kinds of guards and 
checks to sustiia the reverence due to 
the sanctity of his character. 
Pri sis were prohibited driaking wine 
or any strong liquors during tbe time 
they were officiating at the alier. A! 
other times they were perm tled to drink 
wine, and it was considered no vivlation 
of the law if they drank no more thin! 
one fourth partof a log, which conteined 
anegg sheli and a half, and if they ex. 
ceed.d that measure they were profaned; 
but if a priest was intoxicated with any 
kind of liquor during his service it did 
aot iavalidite his ministration, nor was 
he to be put to death, Lut was to be scourg- 
ed. Wine never was to be drank ia the 
lay tim>. 

A diTereonce was made between a 
learned and un'eirned priest, out as tev 
were all sacredotal, being of the seed of 
Aaron, they cou'd not bs deposed for ig- 
norance, but an oblation was never given 
io an ignorant priest and when it was 
theie tura to minister at the alier proper 
instruction was given. The laws res. 
pecting the priesthood of the temple, if 
faithfully carried out, them as 
pure as men p»sidly could be on earth 
—ar.d great profit may be derived in the 
present eze in studying and enforcing 
those laws by all who are almitied to 
clerical orders—they are all admirable in 
wisdom, caution and propriety.

Repeal.—Outrage in Quebeck.—lt 
is our painful duty to record the per- 
petration of some disgraceful outrages 
in‘Champlain street, on Tuesday last. 
About 8 o’clock, a mob, variously 
estimated at from 800 to 600 persons.
